What's Right with America? By Sisley Hut idies- 
ton.

FEW good books have been wriitten 

about America and many bad ones. 
The American social and economic syptems 
are so widely different from those of Ewrope 
that a European who attempts to study 
their strange novelties and contradi¢tions 
must approach his subject in a spirit of 
questioning that forbids either exci2ssive 
appraisal or a virulent depreciation. 

Mr. Huddleston starts on the ast;ump- 
tion that. Europeans spend their titne in 
efforts to unearth everything that is'wrong 
with the American civilisation, and his 
attempt to load the scale on the other side 
results in a lack of that balance which 
alone can make a study valuable. He 
deserves credit, indeed, for knocking a few 
hoary myths on the head—for ex; umple, 
that New York is a city of frenzied !hustle, 
and that American universities teach 
nothing but ‘‘ Business Psychology ” and 
‘Comic Strip Journalism”; and, so far 
as the economics of the system go, hiv 
reasonings have a distinct importance. 

The trouble is that a panegyric gets 
nowhere. It is useless to estimate the 
American mentality from its attitude 
towards education, music and __inter- 
national relations without considering the 
outlook revealed in the Scopes trua], the 
Ku Klux Klan orgies and the Sacco- 
Vanzetti outrage. 

Mr. Huddleston has written well of 
France, but therein he imposed on himself 
no compulsion to approve or disapprove. 
Here he refuses to set off the Atnerican 
vices against the American virtues, and 
the result is not only shockingly senti- 
mental, but highly uncritical. It lacks 
completely the esoteric investigation and 
detached logic of the studies by Count 
Keyserling and the Lynds.

TO CROPS. 


FREE STATE FARMERS 
ANXIOUS. 


IHAY STILL UNCUT IN 
MANY PARTS. 


———— 


The continued unsettled and showery 
weather is causing some anxiety to farmers, 
who are finding it difficult to save the old 
meadow hay. Indeed, in many districts it 
has been left uncut up to the present in 
the hope that the weather may take a 
favourable turn. First and second crop hay 
was cut under better conditions and was 
well saved, but throughout the country it 
still remains in stacks in the fields, instead 
of being removed to haggards, as would 
be done if the weather were fine. 

Hay is an exceedingly important crop. 
In the irish Free State in 1 there were 
325,381 statuts acres under first crop and 
2,008,683 acres uncer other crops, the total 
tonnage being estimated at 5,088,147. 


IN THE NORTH. 


ment of Agriculture, the yields this year, 
except on the lighter or late grazed lands, 
are ‘‘up to a good average, and above those 
of last season. 

In Northern Ireland the acreage under hay 
was: First crop 146,208, other crops 319,244, 
the total tonnage being estimated at 810,415. 
Should the weather “take up ’’ now there 1s 
no reason why ali the later hay crops should 
not be satisfactorily saved. 


THE POTATO CROP. 

As regards potatoes, it is rather premature 
to say what effect the continued rain will 
have upon the crop. According to the report 
of the Department of Agriculture for July, 
the main crop potatoes grew very well, and 
gave promise of yields above average, if not 
checked by disease. fer i 

Comparative freedom from “ blight 
recent years tended towards a certain amount 
of slackness in the adoption of preventive 
measures, and. during the present season 
spraying was deferred by many farmers to 
mid-July. Effective spraying was hampered 
by rain, but second, and even third, applica- 
tions since became more general. 


OUTBREAK OF BLIGHT. | 

While some counties were comparatively free 
from blight, the disease made its appearance 
in many districts throughout the country, 
but in tew instances had serious damage been 
recorded up to the end of July. Since then 
blight had extended, but there was no reason 
to fear that the potato crop generally would 
not be a good one; and, should the weather 
become dry, the yield all-round should be up 
to the average. 

In 1929 there were 362,854 acres under 
potatoes in the Irish Free State and 151,804 
acres in Northern Ireland. The yield was 
estimated at 3,006,676 tons in the Free State 
and 1,124,056 tons in Northern Ireland. 


CEREALS. 

Fine weather is greatly needed for cereals. 
In many districts the oat, wheat, and barley 
crops are almost ripe, and in some places 
reaping is already in progress. Heavy rain 
has “lodged ” the corn crop in some areas, 
and harvesting will be difficult. Wheat and 
barley have stood the severity of the climate 
better, and the yield generally promises to 
be fair. 

Oats is the main cereal grown in Ireland. 
Last year the area under this crop was 666,235 
acres Inthe Free State and 314,087 in Northern 
Ireland. The wheat area was 28,583 acres 
in the Free State and 3,617 acres in Northern 
Ireland. There were 117,591 acres of barley 
in the Free State and only 1,874 in Northern 
Ireland,

ROOT CROPS, 

Heat would have a most beneficial effect on 
root crops, which form such a large percen- 
tage of food for cattle, sheep and horses. 
In the Free State last year there were 
187,944 acres under turnips and 83,333 acres 
under mangels, and in Northern Ireland there 
were 41,990 acres of turnips and 1,271 acres 
of mangolds. 

In many districts the flax crop has been 
‘** lodged ”’ by the heavy rains, but with fine 
weather the crop should be a fairly good one. 
The acreage under flax last ‘year was 6,283 
in the Free State and 33,911 in Northern 
Ireland.

ALL OUIET ON . 
INDIAN FRONTIER. 


KOHAT STILL FREE FROM 
INVASION.

West Frontier during the last twenty-four 
hours have been reassuring, although it 
is not yet possible to say whether the 
trouble. is definitely over, or only 
temporarily subsiding.

other western sections of the 
Orakzais has damped their zeal for 
mischief. 

‘The threatened Orakzai descent upon 
Kohat by the Khanki and Miranzai 
valleys has not taken place—so far, in- 
deed, there has been no outward sign of 
it, since aerial bombing scattered the 
clansmen coming down the higher Khanki 
valley with banners two days ago. 

At the same time, it is necessary to be 
cautious in speaking of the colla of 
the movement in this quarter. Before 
the tribes start upon an expedition of 
this kind they laboriously arrange a 
temporary suspension of their internal 
feuds and bind themselves by great oaths to 
struggle for the attainment of the agreed. 
objective. For individual clans to break 
away is to expose them to the risk of dire 
accusations by their neighbours. 

There is uncertainty ih regard to the 
number of raiding Afridis still in the 
Peshawar plain, the estimates varying 
from none at all to the 1,200 mentioned 
in yesterday’s despatch. On the one 
hand, the character of the country, the 
high crops and the habits and appearance 
of the people make concealment easy, and 
an armed raider, by dropping his rifle in 
a hidden spot, can readily pose as a 
friendly villager. On the other hand 
there are no signs of raiding bands, and 
no new attacks or clashes between raiders 
and troops have been reported.

CATERING FOR GREAT CROWD 

Though many people who desire to see the 
final Test match at Kennington Oval io- 
morrow will probably be unable to gain 
admission to the ground, the Surrey Club, 
and others, have arranged to accommodate 
huge crowds.

SHOOTING AFFAIR 
IN COUNTY CORK. 


MAN DIES FROM 
WOUNDS.

A strange shooting afiray took place at 
midnight yesterday at Dripsey, about ten 
miles from Cork, as a result of which a young 
man named Jeremiah Murphy, of Lismohane, 
was so severely injured that he died in the 
Mercy Hospital, Cork, late to-night. 

Civic Guards have arrested John L. Sulli- 
van, of Lismohane, in connection with the 
affair. Murphy, it is stated, was with other 
men at Lismohane Cross when he was 
wounded by a shot fired from a gun. The 
charge entered his body. 

Dr O'Riordan was quickly on the scene, 
and the injured man was taken to the hos- 
pital in Cork, where an operation was per- 
formed 

Sullivan was this morning brought before 
a Peace Commissioner and charged with the 
attempted murder of Murphy by shooting at 
him with a loaded gun.

200 miles an hour, Captain F. M. Hawks 
has established a new “ record ” for a West 
to, East crossing of the North, American 
Continent. 

He left Glendale, near Los Angeles, at 
5.16 this morning, and arrived at Curtis 
Field (New York) at 5.41 this evening. 

The previous ‘“‘ record” was held by 
Colonel Lindbergh, who made the flight on 
April 20 in 14 hours 45 seconds at an 
average speed of 180 m.p.h.

R 100.

SUCCESS OF CANADIAN 
EXPERIMENT. 

Details of the broadcast of a two-way wire- 
less telephonic conversation between a land 
station at Ottawa and the R100 during the 
passage of the great dirigible over the capita! 
of Canada have been received trom Montreal. 
The broadcsst was arranged through the co- 
operation of the Royal Canadian Signal Corps 
in conjunction with the Radio Department of 
the Canadian National Railways. 

As the airship was sighted approaching 
Ottawa a description of her appearance and 
movements was broadcast through Station 
CNRO, and, by means of land lines of the 
Canadian National Telegraphs, this descrip- 
tion was also broadcast to Montreal and 
Toronto, and placed simultaneously on the 
air from the three cities. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

The Hon. R. B. Bennett, the Prime 
Minister, took his place in the studio oí 
CNRO, situated in the Chateau Laurier, and 
from there spoke to Wing-Commander 
Yolmore, Sir Dennistoun Burney and 
Major G. H. Scott and others aboard 
the R100. Mayor Plant then gave 
a brief address of welcome, and representa- 
tives of the Ottawa newspapers conversed 
with Press representatives on board the air- 
ship. The officers of the R 100 then ad- 
dressed the land station CNRO, and subse- 
quently messages from the Commandant of 
the Connansht Rifle Range, which ig Canada’s 
Bisley, and from the neighbouring com- 
munity of Carlton Place, asking that the air- 
ship sail over both localities, were sent, 
acknowledged, and afterwards complied with. 

Transmission both ways was clear and dis- 
tinctly audible, though reception in the ship 
was better, because of the greater power 
available at CNRO. Communcation was 
maintained from 10.44 p.m. to 11.7 p.m. It 
is believed that this is the first occasion on 
which a broadcast of such character has been 
conducted.

FIRE HOSE TURNED ON THE 
COMBATANTS. 
RevtTer’s CorRRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Thursday. 

When German Communists and National 
Socialists (Extreme Right) meet there is 
always trouble—and broken heads. 

A typical example of this occurred last 
night. in Nuremberg at a Communist 
political meeting. Many National Socialists 
were among the audience, and soon the 
meeting deyeloped into a free fight—tree, 
that is to say, except for the medical bills 
that the combatants had to pay this 
morning. 

Just to cnliven the proceedings, some of 
the National Socialists set the ball rolling 
by hurling beer glasses at the Communist 
speakers. 

This led to counter attacks, and soon all 
the available weapons, more beer mugs, 
leas of tables and chairs—in fact, any- 
thing that came to hand—were being 
wielded by the rival parties. 

In a few minutes everything inside the 
hall was smashed to pieces, and the floor 
was strewn with the injured. Something 
had to be done, and in a short time the 
police added to the number of the 
prostrate by charging through the hall 
armed with batons. This having had the 
desired effect, a restorative in the shape of 
streams of water from the city fire hoses 
was turned on the rioters, but the toll of 
the injured was no less than seventy.

La Belle Alliance. 


The Great War brought a grim fame 
to many buildings, but it is doubtful if 
even the hanging Madonna of Albert or 
the Cloth Hall at Ypres in another 
hundred years will bespeak history as 
loudly as La Belle Alliance at Planchenoit. 
This farm, on the Charleroi road, was the 
centre of the French position at Waterloo, 
and it saw the end of the battle when 
Blucher’s advancing troops hurled back the 
French columns from Papelotte, thus 
exposing Lobau’s left. The final scene 
when Wellington met his youthful ally 
under its shot-scarred walls is well known 
to every schoolboy. Now La Belle Alliance, 
which has endured so much from wind, 
rain and man, has sufferel severe damage 
from a fire which broke out on Wednesday. 
We trust that, in any case, its shell will 
survive as a memorial to the heroic 
struggles which it has seen. The field of 
Waterloo, although in one of the most 
densely-populated parts of Europe, remains 
almost unaltered since that famous 
Sunday in June, 1815. While living men 
are able only with difficulty to recognise 
those places which they knew too well 
fourteen years ago, any man of Picton’s 
division or Ney’s cuirassiers, if he came 
to life again, would think that Waterloo 
was-an event of yester-week. Hougoumont 
especially is a miracle of preservation, 
and the bullet marks of Jerome’s and Foy’s 
battalions still can be seen upon its bricks, 
Indeed, the tourist, who in the artificial 
panorama built by Belgian ingenuity has 
seen the French attack, when he emerges 
into the sunlight and views the field itself, 
experiences an uncanny thrill. Almost he 
can see the bearskins of the guard climb- 
ing the rise to its last assault. The world 
can spare many monuments before it cen 
spare La Relle Alliance.

The coastguard cutters on duty in the 
harbour dipped their colours as she 
arrived and a few tugs used their hooters, 
but the whole affair was a very poor 
indication of the excitement “which is 
stirring the country. 

Shamrock V. arrived one day earlier 
challenger, 
despite the fact that she battled against 
unfavourable weather conditions for fully 
half the distance. 

There were no members of the New 
York Yacht Club present to greet the 
Shamrock, but this was presumably only 
because America’s four candidates are 


busy preparing at Rhode Island for the 


coming elimination trials. 


A THOROUGH GROOMING. 

The Shamrock lay in the stream during 
the night, and to-day she was hauled up to 
one of the yards for a thorough grooming 
in preparation fcr her journey to Rhode 
Island for the races with the defender. 
Her smooth under-body will be further 
polished and the top of her 162ft. mast, 
which was shortened for the Atlantic 
crossing, will be fitted—an operation 
almost unique in this country. No 
ordinary derrick is high enough to lift it 
into place, but the difficulty has been 
surmounted by the company responsible 
for the working of Mount Hope Bridge, 
who have offered the use of that structure 
as an emergency hoisting device. 

Colonel R. G. Sharman-Crawford, of the 
Royal Ulster Yacht, will be the British 
representative aboard the defender of the 
Cup, but the American representative to 
sail in the Shamrock will not be 
nominated until the defender has" been 
chosen from the four American candidates. 

So far the elimination trials have not 
yielded any definite result, ‘Veetamoe and 
Enterprise having an equal number of 
wins to their credit, with Yankee third 
and Whirlwind last.

With the arrival in London of the 
Hedjaz Minister to Great Britain, and 


with the presence in Jeddah of a British 


Minister to the Hedjaz, full’ diplomatic 
relations have been established between 
the two countries for the first time. The 
British Minister is Sir Andrew Ryan, 
while the Hedjaz Minister here is the 
Sheikh Hafez Wahba, who will present 
his credentials to the King as soon as 
that formality can be arranged. The 
Minister, who has not abandoned his 
native costume, has a perfect knowledge 
of English, and he took a prominent part 
in the recent conference on board H.M.S. 
Lupin in the Persian Gulf between the 
King of the Hedjaz and King Feisal of 
Iraq.

CONFERENCE OF STATE 
GOVERNORS. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

A conference of Governors to deal with 
drought relief, which was summoned by 
President Hoover, opened at the White 
House at 3.30 this afternoon. It is ex- 
pected that it will last several hours. 
Governors of ten States in the drought 
area and representatives of Governors in 
other States were present. 

President Hoover hopes to lay the 
foundation of an effective local and State 
relief organisation by pooling the advice of 
‘each State representative. 

Before the meeting a Kentucky delegate 
said that the maize crop in his State would 
be only ten per cent. of the normal, 
tobacco twenty per cent., and hay five per

Railwaymen’s Wages. 


The. wages question on the railways of 
Great Britain is bound to be the subject 
of 1rregotiations before the end of the year. 
The present period of truce expires in 
November, as the valuntary wage reduction 
of 24 per cent,, which took effect in 1925, 
was continued for six months from . last 
May, and the railway unions are consider- 
ing ‘what action shall be taken at the 
expiration of the truce period. It is 
expeeted : that. new claims will be put 
forward relating mainly to the lower paid 
crades and shop workers, and for a six 
hours’, working; day for engineers and fire- 
men, but concessions are unlikely in view 
of the financial conditior of the companies. 


Conan Doyle Memorial. 


Several large sums have been promised 
towards the. proposed memorial to Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle. The spiritualistic 
movement in this country is in hopes of 
raising no less a sum than £100,000, and 
a committee has been set up to consider 
thé many suggestions of the form which 
the memorial shall take. The two 
principal proposals appear to, be that the 
fund shall be utilised to finance inter- 
national research into psychic matters or 
to establish a home for the training of 
mediums, of which there seems to be some 
need, and missionaries to popularise the 
spiritualistic cause. The home would be 
run on purely educational lines, primarily 
for the development of persons with psychic 
gifts. 


Territorial Associations. 


Ever since the cuts were made in the 
grants to Territorial County Associations 
those administrative organisations have 
been perplexed to make both ends meet. 
So far, the curtailment of the grants has 
not been allowed to interfere with the 
general efficiency of the Territorial Force, 
but it has held up such necessary work 
as the provision of better headquarters 
and their up-to-date equipment. If more 
money were expended on headquarters, 
and they were made attractive clubs for 
the men, there would be no difficulty in 
finding recruits. Men simply will not join 
and give up a lot of their time to carry 
out the obligations of enlistment if they 
get no recompenses of a social nature. 
Too many headquarters are dull, even 
to the point of being repellent; yet 
people wonder that units hardly can re- 
cruit half the number of men required. 
There is little chance of improvement in 
this direction, as further cuts in the 
grants are in contemplation 


Scarcity of Shillings. 


Despite complaints about a shortage of 
shillings, the Royal Mint authorities de- 
clare, and the banks confirm, that ample 
supplies of these coins are in circulation. 
The complaints, which have appeared from 
correspondents in some newspapers, would 
appear to have been made under a mis- 
apprehension, and by the users of the 
domestic shilling-in-the-slot gas and elec- 
tricity meters. A little forethought would 
save these citizens a great deal of incon- 
venience. If they kept a shilling handy 
to feed the meter when necessary, there 
would be no trouble. Neglecting that pre- 
caution, if they cannot immediately pro- 
cure the coin, they rush into print 
complaining of scarcity.

UNITY OF THE CHURCH. 

Two of the many movements towards the 
unity of the Church are described as ‘‘ now 
approaching the phase of definite action.’’ 

he first of these concerns some of the 
oldest churches in Christendom. A most 
important delegation from the Orthodox 
Churches of the East, headed by the 
Patriarch of Alexandria, and another 
headed by the Archbishop of Utrecht, 
representing the Old Catholics, “ told the 
Conference that they desired definite and 
practical steps to be taken for the re- 
storation of Communion between their 
Churches and ours. 

“This is a notable advance crowning 
a long period of increasing friendliness. 
The Conference has asked the Archbishop 
of Canterbury to appoint commissions of 
theologians to confer with similar commis- 
sions, if appointed by the authorities of 
the Orthodox and of the Old Catholics.”’ 


EXPERIMENT IN SOUTH INDIA. 

The bishops give their blessing to the 
much-discussed scheme for a union in 
South India between the members of their 
Wesleyan Methodist 
Church and the South India United 
Church. They point out that it was ‘‘ with 
unanimity and a profound sense of thank- 
fulness ” that they adopted the resolu- 
tions relating to it. 

‘* We rejoice, ”athey say, “ that one part 
of the Anglican Communion should be 
found ready to make this venture for a

Churches. We feel that in a sense our 
brethren in South India are making this 
experiment on behalf of the whole body 
of the Anglican Churches. They are our 
ioneers in this direction of the movement 
or unity.”’ 

But the bishops are well aware that the 
constituency they represent is not 
universally convinced about all the pro- 
visions of the scheme, and wishes to see 
how it works out. To meet this situation 
the bishops have recommended to the 
Churches concerned certain arrangements. 

“ After the union in South India, 
Anglicans who will be included in the 
United Church will not give up the use 
of the Prayer Book or discard any of the 
doctrines held in the Anglican Churches. 
Yet the United Church in South India 
will not itself be an Anglican Church, it 
will be a distinct province of the Universal 
Church, . i 

“The fact that the Church in South 
India will not be a member of the group 
of Churches called the Anglican Com- 
munion will inevitably impose on our 
brethren a temporary severance of close 
and treasured relationships, in council and 
synod, with their brethren in North India. 
But these are sacrifices which we believe 
they will make cheerfully in the hope of 
achieving a union between Episcopal and 
non-Episcopal Churches, such as has never 
yet, been effected, and of building up a real 
and living Church in India. 

“For our part, we assure our brethrea 


| that they will never be disowned nor 


| deserted by the Anglican Communion.”’ 

The Conference decided to invite ‘‘ the 
now happily united Church of Scotland ”' 
and the Evangelical Free Churches of 
England to enter into full conference 
with them again, and adopted unani- 
mously a resolution in favour of ‘‘ efforts 
of Evangelism in co-operation with Chris- 
tians of other Communions.”’ 


CHANGES IN THE ANGLICAN 
COMMUNION. 

Related to the subject of unity, certain 
changes, the Encyclical declares, “ are 
even now observable in the Anglican Com- 
munion, This Communion is a common- 
wealth of Churches without a central 
constitution: it is a federation without a 
feleral government. It has come into 
existence without any deliberate policy 
by the extension of the Churches of Great 
Britain and Ireland beyond the limits of 
these islands '' 

The Churches founded by their mis- 
sions\in India, China, Japan or Africa 
might grow less and less Anglican, though 
no less true to Catholic faith and order. 

“ At: the same time as we anticipate 
this progressive diversity within the unity 
of the Anglican Churches, we have before 
us a prospect of the restoration of com- 
munion with Churches which are, in no 
sense, Anglican.” 

Unity within each Church is declared 
to be.an equally urgent necessity. 


THE MINISTRY OF WOMEN. 


Following a reference to the need of 
leadership and a strong appeal to young 
men to cherish the ambition of entering 
the ministry, the bishops say :— 

“The leadership of women is needed as 
well as the leadership of men. We have 
sought in our resolutions to encourage in 
every way open to us the ministry of 
women. 

“We would assure them of our deter- 
mination to secure for them .. . 4a 
place of honour in the organised life of 
the Church: To this end we have 
reviewed and enlarged the work entrusted 
to the Order of Deaconesses.”’ 


THE CALL TO YOUTH. 

Expressing confidence that the heart of 
youth is sound, the bishops continue: 
“We cannot, and we would not, blind 
ourselves to the fact that a large number 
of the younger men and women of to-day 
(including many of the most high- 
minded) are alienated from the Church 
and from organised religion.’

A party of twelve American Roman 
Catholic missionaries have reached Canton 
from Kanchow, in Southern Kiangsi, in- 
cluding Monsignor Paul Dumond, Vivar 
Apostolic, and éight Sisters. They 
walked without escort over the mountains 
through Communist territory, taking 
eleven days to reach the railhead _ at 
Shiucho, 150 miles north of Canton. 

They report. that. Lu . Ti-Ping, the 
Governor of Kiangse, ordered the 34th 
Army to evacuate Kanchow, on July 26th; 
though the foreigners had made an appeal, 
urging that the city should be protected. 
The Governor also ordered the foreigners. 
to leave with the troops, but the General 
in command pleaded that he would have 
to fight his way to Nanchang and could 
not take them. 7 

The “ Reds ” began to approach the city 
on July 30th, coming within ten miles. 
“any O’Shea then ordered the Sisters to 
eave. 


BISHOP O'SHEA IN KANCHOVW. 

One priest remains as representative of 
the United States at Shiuchow to assist 
refugees. Two priests remain with Bishop 
O'Shea, Coadjutor of Monsignor Dumond, 
inside Kanchow, and six others are in the 
vicinity. 

Four men members—Messrs. Bunting, 
Blesner, Twedell and Hall—and several 
women members of the China Inland 
Mission were to have reached Kanchow 
from outlying places to join the Americans, 
but. failed to arrive, and at present they 
are believed to be in the besieged city, 
from. which, if the “ Reds’’ take posses- 
sion, there will be no escape except with 
the retreating troops. 


AEROPLANES BOMB

PROTEST BY THE

R100 OVER THE

ON BOARD THE R100, Thursday. 

The R100 is enjoying ideal weather 
conditions during the first portion of her 
homeward voyage. She passed over the 
Straits of Belle Isle at midday, maintain- 
ing a steady average speed of seventy 
miles an hour. 

In the first eight hours the ship 
covered a distance which took twenty-four 
hours on the voyage to Canada. The 
R 100 will moor at Cardington on Friday 
night if possible. 

The panorama on the north shore of 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence was seen from a 
height of 1,500 feet. 
occasional passing vessel or a lonely Jight- 
house-keeper, and could hear the salutes 
of sirens above the steady drone of the 
engines. The wide vista of the calm 
Atlantic beneath us is now the only 
reminder that we are at sea, the airship 
being as steady as if she were still at 
her mooring mast. 

An earlier message from the same 
correspondent stated that there was a 
following wind and clear skies. R 100 is 
travelling at the rate of seventy-five miles 
ah hour, and it is expected that she will 
reach Cardington within fifty-five hours 
of the start of the voyage.

‘record ” for a fast passage of an airship 
is being made. .The H 100 is following a 
northern circular course, approximately 
the same as she followed on her West- 
bound trip. A clear, starlight night must 
have given eager gazers in cities, towns 
and hamlets along the St. Lawrence a 
thrilling view of the airship. On board 
are a dozen passengers, officials and Press 
representatives. The steadiness of the 
airship is marvellous, and everything is 
most comfortable.

On this occasion the Customs ofhcer 
left the aerodrome again at 2 p.m. ao 
that he (the Collector) failed to see where 
the two hours' delay, complained of by 
Mr. Leeming, occurred.

EXAMINATION ARRANGEMENTS.

SENSATIONAL REPORT 
ON WALL STREET,

owerful oil companies in the United 
States is negotiating with the Spanish 
Government with a view to obtaining a 
Spanish oil monopoly. 

According to a circumstantial report 
published here, the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey has offered the Spanish 
Government a loan of 1,000,000,000 pesetas 
(approximately £22;750,000). intei. t free, 
in return for a Spanish oil monopoly. The 
money, the report says, would be used to 
assist the stabilisation of the peseta. 


A * INDON MEETING. 

Colour. has been lent to the report by 
the sudden departure of Mr, Walter C. 
Teagle, President of the Standard. Oil 
Company of New Jefsey, who sailed last 
week for London, where, it is said, he is 
going to discuss the situation with his 
representative, who is reported to have 
been dealing with .the Spanish Govern- 
ment. This representative is Mr. J. J. 
Moffett, jun., Vice-President. of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, and 
head of the export section. 

At the headquarters of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey here an official 
denial is given to the reports that 
negotiations are pending for a large loan 
to the Spanish Government in exchange 
for a monopoly, but in American oil 
circles it is generally believed that the 
denial is of a diplomatic nature, and that 
some such negotiations along the lines in- 
dicated in the reports are being carried on.

‘“ South Africa regards-the declaration 
of the 1926 Imperia] Conference as its 
Magna Charta, dispelling all doubts as to 
its free relations with other countries. 
We have-no reason to believe that Great 
Britain or her people have any wish or 
intention to go back on that undertaking, 
and it will be our duty to see that nothing 
is taken away from what we. then 
received,” 

Asked for his views in regard to the 
economic aspect of the Conference, the 
South African Prime Minister said that 
here again the freedom of South Africa

is ECONOMIC INTERESTS. 

“I hold,” General Hertzog said, “ that 
the economic interests of a country must 
always be secondary if the nation’s fréedom 
is at stake. That being granted, obviously 
in the depressed condition of world trade 
economic questions must occupy a con- 
siderable portion of the ‘labours’ of the 
Conference. .The absence of markets is felt 
in South Africa, as in other parts of the 
British Commonwealth, and special atten- 
tion will require to be given to the im- 
provement of trade‘conditions within the 
British Commonwealth. 

“To the mutual advantage of its 
members I understand that the present 
British Government wishes to discard .the 
principle of preference on Dominion 
products.

The Union Government is pre- 
pared to enter into an agreement ‘over 4 
definite period,. provided the industries of 
South Africa at present in their infancy 
can go ahead and develop. 

THE BEST MARKET. 

“Tf the British Government does decide 
to drop the principle of preference, it will 
undoubtedly be necessary to make con- 
siderable changes in the tariff policy of 
South Africa, and presumably also the 
other Dominions will. find a similar 
necessity. i 

“South Africa realises that the best 
market for her produce. to-day is. Great 
Britain, and it is the policy of my Govern- 
ment to develop that market as well as 
other markets of the world, and to find 
new outlets for export trade wherever 
possible.” s 

EMPIRE FREE TRADE. 

Questioned. on the subject of Empire 
free trade, General Hertzog said that he. 
considered such a policy as entirely im- 
practicable, and he did not think that 
many would be found in the ‘éverseas 
Dominions to favour the idea. . Industries 
were springing up in independent South 
Africa, and he was quite unable to see how 
Empire free trade would assist them. 

A trade agreement regulating the trade 
relationships between the Union and Great 
Britain was, he thought, the desideratum.

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AIR RAIDS AT DAWN. 


RED FORCES ACTIVE 
IN GALE.

A communagué regarding the air exer- 
cises, issued by.the Air Ministry last 
night, stated :— 

To-day the weather conditions have 
shown a marked change. There has been 
a strong wind, reaching gale force at 
times, with variable skies and occasional 
showers. Owing to, the greater. distance 
which his bombing aircraft have to travel 
to reach some of their objectives, the Blue 
Commander's difficulties have been much 
increased by the change. 

None the less, attacks have been carried

observes:--On. sotfice points the 
resolutions and the Encyclical, which is 
in effect a commentary on the resolutions, 
‘may seem less explicit than might have 
been wished. There are omissions, which 
will be widely -vegretted; there - are 
sections, notably that on youth and its 
vocation, wise the suggestions seem 
commonplace, and the desire for promot- 
ing reunion between the Anglican Church 
and external bodies appears to have over- 
shadowed the no less urgent need of 
fostering unity within the Anglican 
Church “itself. But when these defects 
and others, which a closer examination 
ay reveal, have. been fully admitted, the 
general impression is one of most 
remarkable success. Most of the resolu- 
tions are concerned with questions of 
admitted difficulty, and some with matters 
that have. engendered heated disputes, 
but the resolutions, with few exteptions, 
embody clear-cut and decisive recom- 
mendations. To have obtained seventy- 
five such resolutions within five weeks 
from’ so large and divergent an Assembly 
is at once a cause for congratulation, a 
tribute to the spirit of the members 
themselves, and a proof. of the. wise 
leadership which controlled their debates. 
Beneath the resolutions lie the com- 
mittee reports from which they spring, 
and although the individual committees 
and not the Conference itself are. alone 
responsible for them, some are documents 
of first-rate value. This is notably true 
of the report on ‘‘ The Christian Doctrine 
of God,” a masterpiece of exact theo- 
logical thought, expressed in concise 
and lucid form. Among the resolutions 
based on this report, Christians of all 
schools will specially welcome that which 
reaffirms the supreme and unshaken 
authority of the Holy Scriptures, while 
insisting. also that it is no part of the 
purpose of the Scriptures to give informa- 
tion on those themes which are the proper 
subject matter of scientific inquiry. 


THE SUBJECT OF SEX. 

The resolutions da the second main topic 
before the Conference, “The Life and 
Witness. of the Christian .Community,”’ 
include those on ‘‘ Marriage and Sex,” 
which, doubtless, will receive the greatest 
share of attention from the*general public 
and provoke the keenest differences of 
opinion. To-day it is possible only: to note, 
without comment, some of the conclusions 
at which the Conference arrived. It stated 
—and here, at least, there will be general 
eoncurrénce—that the conditions of modern 
life call for a fresh statement from the 
Christian Church on the subject of sex. 
fn regard to divorced persons who re- 
marry, it .recommended again that the 
marriage of one whose former partner 1s 
still living should not be celebrated accord- 
ing to the rites of the Church, making no

parties. But this year’s Conference has 
struck a new note by the further sugges- 
fion that the Church is bound to concern 
itself with the moral welfare of the guilty 
in place of merely regarding them as out- 
side its pale. 

Another fresh departure has been taken 
by the resolutions on the difficult subject 
of birth control, A just impression of 
their tenor can be gained only when they 
are studied as a whole, and it is only too 
likely that they may be misappreh®nded 
by readers who fasten on sothe one clause 
without regard to those which qualify it. 
But the outstanding fact remains—that, 


.for the first time, the practice of birth 


control in certain circumstances is allowed 
by the Lambeth Conference. 


UNITY OF THE CHURCH. 

Perhaps, the most important of all the 
work achieved by the Conference, adds 
The Temes, may be seen in its resolutions 
grouped under the third main heading. 
“The Unity of the Chureh.’’ The rela- 
tionship of the Anglican Communion with 
the Church of Rome, unchanged by: the 
benevolent efforts of Cardinal Mercier and 
those associated with him at Malines, 
seems unlikely to be modified for some 
time to come, but. the rapprochement with 
the East:rn Orthodox Church, from which 
an important delegation, led by the 
Patriarch of Alexandria, attended the 
Conference, is now definitely to be carried 
further. 

The Conference resolution asks for the 
appointment of a Doctrinal Commission, 
comprising representatives from each side, 
which would clear away misunderstand- 
ings and work towards the goal of full 
intercommunion, 


BOMBING OF 
KENTUCKY MINES.

FIRE FOLLOWS FURTHER 
ARRESTS. 


From. Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. - 
PROVIDENCE, KENTUCKY, 
Thursday. 

Two men have been arrested here in 
connection with the flight of an orange- 
coloured aeroplane which dropped bombs 
on collieries in this district on Monday 
morning. The outrage was thought to be 
a sequel to the tension which has arisen 
locally following -labour. troubles. in the 
mines for several months past. 

On Tuesday Mr. Paul Montgomery, a 
local airman, was arrested on a charge of 
being the pilot of the aeroplane. He denied 
the charge, though admitting that he 
owned an orange and black aeroplane, and 
that he had been flying early on Monday 
morning. 

The two men now arrested are charged 
with complicity with Montgomery in the 
bombing flight. 

Two hours after the arrests one of the 
small mines in the coalfield was destroyed 
by a fire which the officials said was of 
incendiary origin. The damage is esti- 
mated at fifty thousand dollars (£10,000).

CIVIL AVIATION IN 
IRELAND. 


Scenes of enthusiasm were. witnessed at 


the banquet and dance held in the Metro- 
pole Ballroom, Dublin, 
honour of Captain J. P. Saul, the Irish 
navigator of the Southern Cross on her 
trans-Atlantic flight last. June. 

The Governor-General, Mr. J. McNeill, 
presided at the banquet, which was 
organised by the Irish Aero Club, of 
which Captain Saul is ‘the assistant 
honorary secretary. 

At the dance afterwards the Governor- 
General, on behalf of the Irish Aero Club, 
made a presentation of an engraved silver 
tea set to Captain Saul. 


THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 
The toast of the Irish Free State having 
been honoured, 
The Governor-General, in proposing the 
toast of the health of the guest of the 


i evening, Captain Saul, said:—I have very 


great pleasure in proposing the toast’ of 
the health o° the guest of the evening. 
I am glad that no oratorical effort is 
needed to commend “that toast to “you: 
Captain Saul has short-circuited any 
current of oratory. He and his com- 
panions in the recent flight from Port- 
marnock are now so well known in. five 
continents that we here have no need to 
advertise the achievements of our fellow- 
countrymen on land, on water or in the 
air. I think you want me to tell him 
that we are grateful to him for bringing 
distincton to our country and to this 
city. | 
I remember that when Major Kingsford 
Smith came over to arrange for the flight 
he hoped he would be able to find an 
Irish navigator, and I also remember his 
pleased astonishment at finding without 
delay on the spot exactly the type of 
colleague he was looking for. The example 
of Captain Saul sliould be stimulating to, 
every young man in Ireland. 


MAKING A REPUTATION. 

A year ago he was not thinking of 
public banquets or national recognition. 
But in the preceding years he was, 
perhaps unconsciously, making a reputa- 
tion for doing well the work that came in 
his way. He gained a reputation not 
only for varied technical knowledge; but 
for cheerful reliability on the lonely road 
and in the tight place. And so, when the 
opportunity for sharing in a great and 
unexpected adventure came, Captain Saul 
may be said not to have climbed into his 
place, but to have dropped into it. 

I am not going to make any detailed 
reference to tHe future of Irish aviation. 
Other speakers with more knowledge, but 
no more sympathy, will speak on that 
subject., I think that a striking oppor- 
tunity is in the offing. I hope that when 
it comes we shall, like Captain Saul, be 
found well prepared to accept and dis- 
charge our responsibility. Let us drink 
to the health and prosperity of Captain 
Saul. (Cheers. ) 


CAPTAIN SAUL. 


Responding, Captain J. P. Saul said 
that many people had said to him that he 
had got so used to making speeches im 
the United States that he would have no 
trouble in making one at this banquet. 
That was not exactly correct. It was a 
very different proposition among people 
who had known him for years. The crew 
of the Southern Cross extended thanks to 
everybody, from His, Excellency down- 
wards. His Excellency had graciousty 
got out of his bed at two o'clock in the 
morning to see them off. (Cheers. ) 

He thought that one of the finest com- 
pliments paid to any man was paid to 
the Governor-General by Commander 
Kingsford-Smith, when he said: “ Your 
Governor is a wonderful fellow; 
he is the only one who ever got up im the 
early hours of the morning to see us off. ' 
(Cheers.) On behalf of the crew of the 
Southern ‘‘ross, he wished to thank 
Major-General McNeill and General Eoin 
O’Duffy for tue great help they had-given 
them. In a letter to himself the day 
before, Commander Smith had asked him 
to thank also Commandant G. Carroll, the 
officer commanding the Irish Free State 
Army Air Corps at Baldonnel, for having 
placed all his resources at the disposal of 
the crew of the Southern Cross. Com- 
mander Kingsford-Smith regretted his 
inability to be present owing to a recent 
operation, but he would be over in Ireland 
within the next few weeks. 


FLYING THE ATLANTIC. 


Perhaps, in a few years’ time, Captain 
Saul said, people would not look upon 
their flight across the Atlantic in the same 
way as they looked upon it at present. 
When Blériot flew the Channel for the 
first time it was looked upon with amaze- 
ment, but to-day air liners flew across the 
same Channel with clock-work regularity. 
Some day the Atlantic crossing would, ne 
doubt. be made with the same regularity. 
In the progress that would come the 
pioneers would be forgotten. He was glad 
if he had brought fame and honour to his 
country as the taking-off place for long- 
distance flights. 

The time, he declared, had come wher 
such flights could be considered to be 
beyond the ‘‘ stunt ”’ stage. Colonel Fitz- 
maurice and his gallant German comrades 
were the first to break the trail. He 
might claim that they made a further 
step; for they had a proper machine for 
the flight, with the right pilots, a navi- 
gator and wireless, and so they accom 
plished the flight with a reasonable degree 
of safety. They had landed where they 
had wanted to lad despite the 
the weather and every adverse circum- 
stance. For himself, Captain Saul said 
that he had in some little way followed 
in the footsteps of Colonel Fitzmaurice im 
placing Ireland in the front of the avia- 
tion world.

The letter from President Cosgrave was 
carried in the Southern Cross. It was as 
follows :— 

Department of the President, 
Irish Free State, 
20th June, 1930. 

Dear Mr. Prestpent,—Moved by the 
high courage of. the valiant crew of the 
Southern Cross, who are about to risk their 
lives in a new endeavour to accomplish the 
perilous East-to-West aerial crossing of 
the Atlantic Ocean, and proud of the fact: 
that, as in the case of the historic achieve- 
ment of the Bremen in April, 1928, the 
flight will start from Irish soil, with an 
Irish citizen as one of the flyers, I avail 
myself on this occasion, which cannot fail 
to strengthen the friendly bonds which 
unite the Old and the New Worlds, to 
tender to you, as head of the great Republic 
of the West, the heartfelt greetings of the 
Government and the people of the Irish 
Free State, and to recall with pleasure the 
many historic and social ties which bind 
our people together.—Yours sincerely,
